ATLANTA, May 1.-—Dixieland, 
stunned by the appalling disaster 
that overtook her yesterday when 
furious tornadoes, cyclones and 
cloudbursts took a toll of human 
life that eventually may reach 200, 
injured hundreds of others, many of 
them fatally, and spread desolation 
far and wide over the entire sec- 
tion, today set about doggedly to 
succor its suffering inhabitants.

No large vessel can approach 
the coast except at a few favored 
spots.

Maj. Martin had misadventures 
at Seattle, where the expedition 
arrived March 20 and at Prince 
Rupert, B. C., on reaching there 
April 6. At Seattle he wrecked 
his landing gear in lighting. When 
the four fiyers got to Prince Ru- 
pert in a twilight snowstorm he 
had to make a short stop in a body 
of water known as Seal Cove to 
avoid hitting the shore.

WASHINGTON, May 1.—Despite 
the deficiencies indicated as exist- 
ing in the fighting fleet by the re- 
port on the recent naval maneu- 
vers by Admiral Robert E. Coontz, 
fleet commander-in-chief, the 
work done during @ maneuvers 
was “very excellent and satisfac- 
tory,” Secretary Wilbur sald today. 

“The fact is that we have made 
some very excellent records on 
this cruise,” the Secretary stated, 
“and it is felt thaf these records 
should be kept confidential, I am 
going over them to see if some of 
them cannot be released. 

“The fleet made a very excellent | 
and satisfactory record on the 
cruise and the admiral in callihg 
attention to deficiencies did it on- 
ly in order that the deficiencies 
might be corrected by proper ap- 
8 for. ship construction. 

e have issued letters of com- 
mendation to some of the men of 
the fleet for their excellent work. 
but the actual accomplishments 
are of a confidential nature.”

The meeting oi the woman and 
boy, on the one side, and the man 
on the other, was dramatic.

Turning 
to the boy, who wae an infant 
when Jackson saw him last, he 
embraced the youngster and broke 
down. Jackson's asserted second 
wife lives in Long Beach. 

To police, Mrs. Jackson told a 
tragic story of desertion, of being 
left with four children, of her 
struggle to rear them and of how 
death claimed three of the little 
ones. She was determined, she 
said, to find the husband and 
father and make him support the 
one remaining child. This deter- 
mination became an obsession and 
she searched the country over, 
spending years at the task. 


BEGGED HER WAY 


And then, one day, came word 
that Jackson had located in Cali- 
fornia. Going to the police at 
Pittsfield, Mass., she sought their 
aid and then set out, practically 
without funds, for California, tak- 
ing her boy with her. Sleeping 
wherever shelter offered at night 
and begging rides from motorists 
by day, the plucky woman and her 
son made their tedious way across 
the continent. Almost every form 
of conveyance was taken advan- 
tage of during the journey, even an 
undertaker’s hearse bound from 
one city to another in Texas, hav- 
ing played a part in the general 
travel scheme. 

Arriving here today, Mrs. Jack- 
on was penniless and was forced 
to seek aid for herself and her 
boy from city authorities. She is 
being cared for pending the out- 
come of the bigamy charge in- 
vestigation.

Finds Feasible Route North 
Through Mountains 


To Have Twenty-four-Hour 
Sun in Fortnight 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 
WASHINGTON, May 1. -A re- 
layed telegram has just been re- 
cetved by the Interior Department 
from Dr. Philip 8. Smith and his 
Geological Survey party which is 
exploring the Northern Alaskan 
Wilderness embraced within naval 
petroleum reserve No. 4. 

Dr. Smith left the northern out- 
post of Alaska at Tanana on Feb- 
ruary 17, traveling north with dog 
teams and leds. Dog team driv- 
ere, returning to Tanana, have re- 
layed the message from Dr. Smith 
dated March 29, to the effect that 
the exploring party had found 
feasible passage through the moun- 
tains into the Northern Arctic 
drainage and had located the head- 
waters of the rivers that they will 
descend in canoes when the ice 
breaks up. 

NEAR TIMBER LIMIT 
On the date of the sending of the 
message the survey men were ex- 
ploring the region near the north- 
ern limit of timber north of the 
Arctic Mountains and extending 
their surveys down the Colville 
River. While the use of dog sleds 
is still feasible the upper basin 
of the Colville River will be sur- 
veyed. Probably at least two 
months of sledding will be avail- 
able. which will suffice to map 
much of this now almost unknown 


region. 

Alaskan geo! at the Wash- 
ington office 2 Sur- 
vey expect that the Smith party 
will start north, down the Colville 
and Meade rivers in canoes, in 
June, traversing a distance of some 
hundreds of miles of river before 
reaching the Arctic coast and mak 
ing many side trips in their ex- 
pected investigation of the re- 
sources of the tributary country. 
embracing some thousands of 
square miles, during the open sea- 
son of the year. 


TO WORA T FREEZE UP 
After about the middie of May 
in Northern 
Alaska for the entire twenty-four 
hours of the day, and by June 15 
the snow and ice will be virtually 
gone and the weather very warm. 
Work will continue until the fall 
freeze-up early in September. 

Some photographs have been re- 
ceived at the Geological Survey of- 
fice, showing the exploring party 
carrying north from Tanana with 
more than 100 dog, eds and five 
or six tons of camp equipment, 
Canoes and instrumeats.

ngeles Financier Business Outlook; 
Raisin Problems; Bank News; Bond Market 


Orra Monnette, ot 
the Bank of America, has just re- 
turned from à trip throughout the 
South and East, and while on the 
journey visited the principal in- 
dustrial and financial centers, such 
as New Orleans, New York, Bos- 
ton, Washington, Chicago and oth- 
er cities.

RAISIN CROP PROBLEMS 

Tf California's 1924 raisin crop 
approximates normal production. 
it will, in the opinion of local in- 
vestigators who have recently com- 
pleted a survey of the grape sit- 
vation, cause a serious marketing 
problem. This perplexity will 
exist for several years, it is con- 
tended, until permanent relief is 
obtained either through expansion 
of markets, abandonment of rais- 
in vineyards or a greater diversion 
of raisin grapes. Raisin prices will 
be low and the margin of profit to 
the grower will be unsat 
until this is. accomplished. 

No definite forecast is * = 
the table and wine grape 
it is assumed that a 
crop of fresh grapes will be har- 

vested from the acreage in bearing 
for 1924. This production, however 
may be decreased from 25 to 56 
per cent by frost, summer mildew 
or fall rains. Mildew infection has 
developed already in mild form, it 
ia reported. In addition, the: suc- 
cessful organization of a clearing- 
house to market grapes is expected 
to alter the possibility of a repeti- 
tion of the flooded markets expe- 
arke ot the grape 
has become increasingly * 
rassing, according to those farmil- 
lar with the situation, by the gen- 
eral expansion in the acreage and 
production of all classes of grapes, 
particularily of raisin and table 
es. The enactment of the pro- 
ibition amendment has intensified 
the difficulties and assisted to 
greatly weaken those barriers for- 
merly marking the raisin, table 
and wine-grape industries as inde- 
pendent endeavors. 

To relieve the situation the mar- 
keting organizations are encour- 
aging the shipment of as great a 
tonnage as possible of fresh grapes, 
thus competing with table and 
wine grapes not only in the mar- 
kets, t for tran tion facili. 
tles. ormeriy the raisin-grape 
crops went almost entirely into 

raisins and had uo effect on wine 
and table grapes. 

Before the enactment of prohi- 
bition the wine-grape crop went 
almost entirely into wine and was 
separate and distinct from factors 
that influenced raisin or table 
grapes. Now the great bulk of the 
wine grapes is shipped in fresh 
form and affects vitally the profit- 
ableness of raisin and table grapes. 

Land suitable for the raising of 
fone is said to be practically un- 
imited in California and, when 
prices are high, new plantings. are 
made which mature in two vears. 
These large additions have affected 
all three classes of grapes, result 
ing in overproduction and conse- 
quent decreases in prices and 
losses to growers. Overproduction, 
since the virtual eradteation of the 
lines of {dentity between the three 
classes, affects all alike when ff 
occurs in any one industry. 

Some of the difficulties in the 
grape industry, tn the opinion of 
observers, may be eliminated hy 
the improvement of marketing 
organizations and transportation 
facilities. Heretofore. markets 
have been flooded without regard 
to demand and supplv and the 
grower has been the loser.

When President Harding 
asked the commission ust why 
consumers’ prices were not falling 
commensurately with the fall of 
farm prices aud raw materials gen- 
erally, this commission pointed out 
very clearly, in a communication 
which every American should 
read, that trade associations, and 
particularly the open-price asso- 
ciations of manufacturers and deal- 
ers, were the most important ob- 
struction. In other words, what 
the orthodox economists formerly 
called the free market has large- 
ly vanished into memory.

ONESTY TESTS 
The publishers of Paris-Soir recently 


undertook to ascertain just how large a 
proportion of people are naturally honest. 
They selected at random a large list of 
names representing persons in all walks of 
life and sent them each a letter containing 
five francs in stamps, together with a note 
signed by a member of the staff declaring 
that here was the money he owed the one 
addressed. Although it was patent to any 
of the recipients that a mistake had been 
made, only 40 per cent of those who re 
ceived the stamps returned them. 


As a result of the investigation the most 


dishonest members. of society were ad- 
judged to be saloonkeepers and butchers. 
Authors carried off the palm for honesty, 
80 per cent of them promptly returning the 
stamps. Editors, on the other hand, were 
found to be 80 per cent dishonest. Diplo- 
mats and parliamentarians were rated two- 
thirds honest. Lawyers unanimously de 
ducted the cost of remailing the gtamps, 
whereas most of the writers placed a stamp 
of their own on the return envelope. Two 
noted judges disgorged the stamps after 
many inquiries had been shot back and 


forth.

INTEGRITY 
Numbers of presumably sane and sen- 


| stble citizens were prepared to accept the 


sensational and unsupported story that 
there had been duplication of government 
securities to such a glittering extent that 
there were actually billions in unauthorized 
bonds in the hands of the capitalists and 
investors of the nation. Of course, the 
machinery safeguarding the issuance of 
public securities is such as to make such 
a condition impossible, but the tale sound- 
ed impressive and, therefore, many folk 
took, it seriously. 


The scandal seems to have had its origin 


at the lips of a discharged employee of the 


Department of Justice and back in the days 
of President Harding it resulted ip a num- 
ber of dismissals from the government serv- 
ice. But it was cireulated to such an en 
tent that a serious and thorough investiga- 
tion of the bond issyes—and, in fact, of the 
entire financial fabric of the nation—was 
undertaken. As a result it is overwhelm- 
ingly demonstrated that there never has 
been or ever could be any duplication or 


overissue of public securities. Also the in- 


discriminate charges of losses and thefts 
in the Treasury Department lead to the dis- 
closure of the remarkable fact that in the 
last seven years—during which the depart- 
ment handled more than $100,000,000,000-—— 
the sum of all losses aggregated less than 
$13,100 and this was mainly ip the petty 
pilferings of government workers in posi- 


tions of little or no responsibility. In oth- 


er words, the nation handled more money 
than is actually in circulation in the entire 
world with less loss than might befall a 
§-and-10-cent store on a Saturday afternoon. 


Congress has spent ten times as much 


on a single investigation as the Treasury 


Department has lost in seven years through 
theft or incompetence. We recognize the 


economies and efficiencies of private opera- 


tion, but no company or individual ever 
handled $100,000,000,000 with so little loss 


as is indicated by Uncle Sam's Treasury 


Department. The years are records of shin- 
ing integrity and should be an inspiration 


to other lands. | 


ORE TROUBLES IN INDIA 

The refusal of the Sikhs to join the 
British forces and the treasonable senti- 
ments entertained by many of those en- 


rolled in the colonial army are adding to 


British troubles in India. ‘Formerly the 


Sikhs were among the best native elements, 
devoutly loyal to the foreign masters of 
their country. 


During the war the Sikhs were exten- 


sively used by the British both in Siberia 
and on the German front, as well as being 


depended upon to quell rebellion at home. 


Then came the tragedy at Amritsar, result- 


ing in the wanton destruction of so many 
loyal Sikhs. However, the British govern- 
ment succeeded in palliating their leaders 


and everything was going along harmoni- 
ously until a few months ago, when a large 
number of them decided to emigrate 
Canada. 


The Canadian government has barred 


Hindu immigrants for a long time, but out 
of deference to the mother country’s wishes 
the ban was changed so that only those 
Hindus who came direct to Canada without 
stopping at any other country en route were 
admitted. Since no ships sail direct from 
India to Canada without making innumer- 
able calls along the way, this effectively 
barred the natives of India. 

.. But the astute Sikhs got around this law 
by chartering their own ship and making 
the trip direct. Wien they reached Can- 
ada they were refused admission, despite 
the fact that they had complied with 
the immigration requirements. They were 
obliged to return to their own country and 
joined the list of malcontents there. Brit- 
ish officials declare that no other act has 
engendered so much bitterness and hatred, 
the Sikhs maintaining that they have been 
sorrily repaid for their generations of loyal 


service, 


AME OLD STORY 
Congress has been a rather inquisitive 
body ever since it was created. The Rep 
resentatives have conducted a heap of in- 
vestigations in their time and have them- 


selves been on the block. Fifty years ago 


the country was all worked up over the 
Credit Mobilier scandal, which was even 
more perilous than the Teapot Dome affair. 
It wrecked a great many reputations and 
jeft the sidewalks of the capital strewn 
with pelts. | 
Investigation brought out the fact that 
| n Oakes Ames of Massachusetts 
had sold or placed a good many shares of 
the Credit Mohbjlier with numbers of Sen- 


ators and Representatives. This corpora- 
tion had cleared up several millions in con- 


nection with the construction of the Union 
Pacific Railway, for whith the government 
had guaranteed the bonds. It was, there 
fore, charged that members of Congress 
had voted upon matters in which they had 
a financial interest.

er—and out of shares—this was, indeed, 4 


heinous crime. The investigation came in 
1873 and it is needless to say it was a po- 
litical one.

Logan and a roster of other statesmen of

HOW IT WAS NAMED 


Alvarado street in Los Angeles 
commemorates two names great in 
the history of California, that of 
Juan Bautista Alvarado, a famous 
Governor of the Btate when it was 
under Spanish rule, and that, at 
Capt, Pedro de Alvarado, wha, at 
the time of his apectacular feat re 
corded here, was lieutenant and 
right-hand man to Cortez, the great 
conqueror. 

What gallant young Capt. Pedro 
de Alvarado did to write his name 
down in undying fame was to leap, 
almost from a standing start and 
handicapped by severe wounds and 
a heavy suit of armour, eighteen 
feet across a raging river, near the 
City of Mexico, one 
night in the year 1519. 


— 

Alvarado had been bringing u 
the rear of the retreating Spanis 
army division which he command- 
ed. The Spaniards hoped, by 


the stealth, to escape the savages and 


make the other side of the river 
before their movements had be 
come known. But the enemy was 
not to be caught napping, for the 
Spaniards had hardly begun their 
retreat when overwhelming num- 
bers of Indians set after them. 
Reaching the brink of the river, 
the Speniards hastily placed their 
portable bridge and made to cross. 
But just as the artillery was cross- 


Alvarado was the last to reach 
the river. Part of his journey 
across was made over a makeshift 
wooden dyke and part over a dyke 
of human corpses. Before he could 
get very far the swift current 
swept away the last remaining link 
between him and safety. A mob 
of savages was closing in Fehn 
him, Some were swooping down 
stream toward him in their canoes.

Wife Asks Decree be Set 
Aside. Asserting Threat of 
Death Caused Action 


Threats of death were ued to 
force her to sue for divorce, Mrs.

available only one small fire boat. 
Private corporations, notably large 
lumber companies, shipyards and 
oll companies, have made large ex- 
penditures on their own account 
for the protection of their harbor 
plants, but the city should shoul- 
der its portion of the burden in 
now setting aside funds for the im- 
mediate building of a modern fire 
boat. Such a boat should have 
ample pumping capacity, sufficient 
speed for rapid movement about

CONSUL SCHOOL 
WILL BE UNIQUE 


New University Renders City 
Center of Training 


Vo Other Institution of Its 
Kind on Contin 
Foreign Students Expected to 
Profit Largely 


With the announcement of the 
establishing of the Los Angeles 
University of International Rela- 
tions, it became known that the 
city bids fair to become one of the 
world centers of diplomatic and 
consular training and education. 

According to Harold J. Stonier, 
executive secretary of the Univer- 
sity of Southern California, with 
which the new institution will be 
affiliated, there is no other uni- 
versity on this continent like the 
one contemplated. The Los Ange- 
les University of International Re- 
lations, which is being established 
under the leadership of President 
Von Kleinsmid, although affiliated 
with the University of Southern 
California, will have its own board 
of trustees. ° 


: ‘DISTINCT MISSION 
“The idea of establishing such a 


‘| university has been under consid- 


eration by us for more than three 
vears,“ said Mr. Stonier yesterday. 
“The work of bringing the school 
into actual being, however, has re- 
ceived additional impetus during 
the past vear and a half. Under 
the plans laid down, the president 
of the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia also will be president of the 
Los Angeles University of Interna- 
tional Relations. 

“We feel that the new school win 
have a distinct mission to perform 
inasmuch as there is no other 
school like it on this continent.” 

Mr. Stonier pointed out that 
Georgetown University at Wash- 
ington, D. C., provides a school 
for foreign service, but it is de- 
signed to meet the needs of Amer- 
ans only. The Los Angeles Uni- 
versity of International Relations 
will include students from foreign 
countries, particularly South 
America and the Orient. 


LOOK TO FUTURE 


“In establishing the new uni- 
versity we are looking toward tho 
future,” said Mr. S8tonier. “At 
present it is apparent that many of 
our people here are not particu- 
larly interested in what is going 
on in foreign countries and what 
the possibilities are for the de- 


tural relations. But when the 
great port of Los Angeles develops 
to the point where we know it is 
bound to develop, our people will 
wake up to the fact that we are 
very much irterested in what is 
going on and how things are done 
in our neighboring countries down 
along the coast and across the wa- 


er. 

“With this in view, we are plan- 
ning our courses, ‘We believe that 
Los Angeles ig ideally situated to 
give the student the ‘feel’ and the 
atmosphere that naturally must 
pervade such a port as Los An- 
geles is bouud to be and it will 
tend to make him feel at home 
with sitdations as he may find 
them in foreign countries to 
which he must go. For instance, 
the student diplomat studying on 
the Atlantic coast is wholly out of 
touch with affairs that are going 
on up and down the West Coast 
and in the Orient. 


FOREIGN STUDENTS 


“Our students will include not 
5 Americans who wish to be 
trained for the consular and dip- 
lomatic service, but also students 
from foreign countries who wish 
to become acquainted with Amer- 
ican methods in diplomacy and 
commerce. At present we have had 
assurances of a number of stu- 
dents from Mexico, Buenos Aires 
and Peru. Students from other 
South American countries will fol- 


low. 

“For Americans, the university 
will be considered as a profession- 
al school and there will be cer- 
tain prerequisites for entrance in- 
to the school just as there are now 
prerequisites for entrance to oth- 
er professional schools like law 
and medicine. 

“Our courses of study will be 
carried along two lines of train- 
ing: First, that of business and 
consular service and the business 
end of government service, : 


FACULTY SOUGHT 
“The studies will include such as 
economics, admiralty law, port 
management and procedure, mar- 


things ere carried on in different 
countries; second, that of diplo- 
macy and international relations. 
These courses will include compar- 
ative law, international law, the eti- 
quette, form and procedure of di- 
plomacy, the history of our rela- 
tionships with foreign countries 
and kindred subjects.” 

Mr. Stonier pointed out that ob- 
taining the proper faculty to 
handle the courses of study will be 
no small matter. Dr. Von Klein- 
Smid is at present in the East in- 
terviewing men for. this purpose. 
As yet the promoters of the new 
university are not ready to an- 
nounce the comp 
arrangements. The university prob- 
dbly will have a comparatively 
modest beginning and will expand 
as its work becomes own. It 
is hoped to enroll the first students
